Ocrntetl. a Dane, wa^ Ibe son of a 
chemist of Copenhafren. Up mast>>red 
!i grwii number of fore gn 'angu.a^s 
qu^le early in life, in. order to coire- 
spend with sci«ntlflc experimenters in 
other parts of Burope. In 1S19 he dis- 
co\'ored the connection betwoen eKc- 
trici'ty and magnet stn.
